announced the cabinet's resigna- 
tion before a crowded session of 
the Dail this afternoon. The Dail 
immediaely adjourned until Wed- 
nesday.

Free State, provides that a new 
cabinet to be chosen without re- 
course to a general election. The 
situation is extremely complicated, 
due to the absence on a vacation 
of the governor general. 
Resignation of Cosgrave followed 
a defeat m the Dail on the De Va- 
ler's old age pension bill, which 
calls for new expenditures on pen- 
sions.
